On April 17, 2012, an Internal Affairs Bureau team comprised of Lieutenant 

and Sergeants Sonja Bracken and Brenda Parker responded to Cedar Street, just west of 
Bellflower Boulevard, in the City of Bellflower to conduct a shooting review. Upon their 
arrival, they were informed of the following: 


At approximately 1615 hours, Deputy James Norville 11, A) was working Unit 
#133T1, in a marked patrol car, when he heard a voiced call of a robbery that had just 
occurred in the City of Paramount. The call described the suspect as a male Hispanic 
driving a red compact vehicle. Approximately six minutes later, Deputies Jason Lopez 
+ and Myesha Rice E (Unit 133/P) observed a vehicle matching the 
suspect's vehicle driving erratically in the City of Bellflower. These deputies began to 
initiate a Code-9 operation (pre-stop coordination) but due to heavy traffic, lost the vehicle. 


Shortly thereafter, Deputy Norville observed the same red compact vehicle traveling east 
on Artesia Boulevard from Clark Avenue. Deputy Norville broadcasted via his Sheriff's 
radio that he was in pursuit of the suspect's vehicle east on Artesia Boulevard. The 
suspect's vehicle turned south on Bellflower Boulevard at which time Sergeant Brian 
Bishop (Bellflower SAO Sergeant) became the second unit in the pursuit. The suspect 
vehicle drove approximately 100 yards and turned west on Cedar Street. 


Due to the suspect's speed at the time of the turn, the suspect lost control of his vehicle 
and spun out, colliding with the front end of Deputy Norville’s patrol car. The suspect's 
vehicle continued on and struck the north curb where it came to rest against a wrought iron 
fence. 


The suspect exited the driver's door of his vehicle and began running west on Cedar Street 
towards a residential neighborhood. Deputy Norville was unable to exit the driver's door 
of his patrol car due to the door being jammed as a result of the traffic collision. 
Recognizing that Sergeant Bishop was on scene with him, Deputy Norville immediately 
exited his patrol car via the passenger's door and initiated a foot pursuit of the suspect. 
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Within approximately 35 — 45 yards of the suspect running, he began reaching into his 
waistband area while simultaneously turning his upper body back toward Deputy Norville 
who was pursuing him. Believing the robbery suspect was armed and retrieving a firearm, 
coupled with fearing for his safety, as well as the safety of Sergeant Bishop (who was 
behind him) and the safety of the community, Deputy Norville fired two rounds from his 
Department authorized 9MM pistol. 


The suspect immediately dropped to the ground and surrendered. Deputy Norville along 
with Sergeant Bishop and other arriving deputies handcuffed and took Suspect Chavarria 
into custody without further incident. 


The suspect was not injured as a result of the shooting but was transported to a local 
hospital for a complaint of pain to his back as a result of the traffic collision. 


No firearm was located. 
Deputy Norville’s two shell casings were recovered along with the two expended bullet 
fragments. Both bullets fired struck a wrought iron fence which was located in the area 


directly behind the suspect. 


The suspect was eventually positively identified by the victims of the robbery and their 
personal property was recovered from within the suspect's vehicle.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION 


The criminal investigation was handled by Lakewood Station’s Detective Mark Leach. 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken received copies of Detective Leach’s 
criminal report on May 3, 2012, (Refer to Exhibit A). 
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Detective Leach filed charges of Assault with a Deadly Weapon; 245(a)(1) PC, 
Robbery; 211 PC, Felony Evading Arrest; 2800.2(A) VC, Hit and Run; 20002(A) VC, in 
Compton Superior Court on May 17, 2012. On July 23, 2012, Suspect Chavarria was 
sentenced to 5 years probation, eighty days community service for the Robbery and 
Evading charges. The 245 (a)(1) PC and 20002 (A) VC charges were dismissed. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during daylight hours. The weather was fair, warm and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT 


Deputy James Nonville || was interviewed on May 22, 2012, by Sergeants Sonja 
Bracken and Brenda Parker at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Norville was 
accompanied by Attorney Erica Gurrola from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. 
The interview was digitally recorded. This is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Norville said he was on a [i at Artesia 
Boulevard and Bellflower Boulevard in Bellflower when he heard the broadcast of the 
robbery that occurred in the City of Paramount. He then heard the radio broadcast of a 
Code-9 (pre-stop coordination) behind the suspect's vehicle in Bellflower. Deputy 
Norville was heading west on Artesia Boulevard approaching Clark Avenue when he 
saw a red Honda fitting the robbery suspect's vehicle description, proceeding south on 
Clark Avenue in the north traffic lanes. The suspect's vehicle then proceeded 
southbound past him and turned east on Artesia Boulevard. 


Deputy Norville clarified he initially broadcasted he was in pursuit of the suspect's 
vehicle west on Artesia Boulevard. He said he was proceeding west because his patrol 
vehicle was actually traveling west on Artesia Boulevard until he was able to turn 
around and pursue the suspect east on Artesia Boulevard. Deputy Norville said once 
he was able to make a u-turn at Clark Avenue, he broadcasted that he was east on 
Artesia Boulevard behind the suspect's vehicle. The suspect's vehicle came upon 
traffic at Bellflower Boulevard and went south into the parking lot of a plaza. The 
suspect's vehicle then exited the east driveway of the plaza and continued south on 
Bellflower Boulevard. 


Deputy Norville said as the suspect's vehicle approached Cedar Street, it appeared the 
driver (Suspect Chavarria) began to go west on Cedar but then tried to correct and 
remain on Bellflower Boulevard. It appeared Suspect Garcia's indecision caused him to 
lose control of the vehicle, which caused the vehicle to spin. As Deputy Norville 
approached the intersection, he was unable to continue south on Bellflower Boulevard 
in an attempt to avoid colliding with suspect's vehicle. There were other patrol cars 
coming to assist him, parked vehicles and a business on the southwest corner. He also 
said it was not tactically safe for him to travel past the suspect's vehicle, west on Cedar 
Street in an attempt to avoid a collision with the suspect's vehicle; the suspect's vehicle 
spun into the front of his patrol vehicle. The suspect's vehicle came to a rest on top of 
the north curb and sidewalk of Cedar Street, facing north. 
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Deputy Norville said his driver's side door would not open due to the collision with the 

suspect’s vehicle, he was unable to get out of patrol vehicle via that door. He believed 
he was stuck in his patrol car for approximately ten seconds. He saw the suspect exit 
his vehicle and look over at him. 


At that point, he thought the suspect was going to start shooting at him or attack him, so 
he needed to get out of the patrol car immediately. He could only see the suspect's 
upper body and head but could not see his hands. Deputy Norville said he then 
crawled across to the front passenger door and exited the patrol car. He saw the 
suspect begin running west on Cedar Street, on the north sidewalk. He ordered him to 
stop and show his hands. 


Deputy Norville said he pulled his duty weapon and realized the suspect was not 
complying with his orders. He also saw a deputy (later identified as Sergeant Bishop) 
next to him. Deputy Norville believed he broadcasted he was in foot pursuit as he 
began running west on Cedar Street. Deputy Norville said as he continued to yell 
commands for the suspect to stop, he saw the suspect look back at him several times 
as if he was trying to acquire a target. He said as the suspect continued to run west he 
could see that the suspect's right hand moved towards the front of his body and his left 
hand appeared to be raising up his shirt. Deputy Norville said he could not see the 
suspect's waistband. 


IAB Note: Deputy Norville said he recalled grabbing his portable radio 
microphone as he ran after the suspect but he did not hear himself 
when the radio transmissions were played after the incident. 


Additionally, Deputy Norville said he was [J to keep his portable 
radio on Channel 14 (Lakewood’s main frequency) and the car radio 
on L-tac (tactical frequency). At the time of this vehicle pursuit he 
recalled turning the volume down on his portable radio and changing 
his car radio to Channel 14 for better transmission clarity, as he was 
trained to do, therefore both his radios were on Channel 14 once the 
suspect was taken into custody. He recalled his portable radio was 
functioning properly that day. 


Deputy Norville said based on the suspect's furtive movements, he was in fear for his 
life, Sergeant Bishop's life, the public's safety. He stopped running, took a combat 
stance (two hands on his firearm) and fired two rounds at the suspect. As he 
reassessed, the suspect immediately went down to the ground. Deputy Norville said he 
broadcasted that there was a deputy involved shooting as he kept his weapon pointed 
at the suspect. Approximately five to ten seconds later, two deputies (Jerome Gage 

and Otoniel Avila #4) ran up and took the suspect into custody without 
further incident. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibits B and C, for Lakewood Station’s foot 
pursuit and vehicle pursuit packages. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Michael Herrera 44, wrote a supplemental 
report on the incident. As he was approaching the scene, driving 
south towards Cedar Street, he could only see through a wrought iron 
fence that the suspect was running west, he then heard two shots as 
he rounded the corner to west Cedar Street. Deputy Herrera told IAB 
investigators he did not see the suspect’s actions or any deputies 
actions leading up to the shooting. 


Deputy Norville said at the time he initiated the vehicle pursuit of the suspect's vehicle, 
he was not aware of what type of robbery (weapon used or strong-arm) had occurred. 
He said his mindset was that this is the same vehicle that just evaded other deputies 
during a Code-9 operation and he was certain that this was the robbery suspect's 
vehicle. He said the time frame from when he heard the Code-9 coordination until he 
came across the suspect's vehicle was approximately thirty to forty seconds. He said 
the female deputy (Deputy Rice) who was broadcasting the Code-9 said there were two 
suspects inside the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Norville said when he saw the suspect's 
vehicle he only saw one male Hispanic inside. 


Deputy Norville denied that he performed a Pursuit Immobilization Techinique (PIT) 
maneuver on the suspect's vehicle (as Suspect Chavarria alleged during his IAB 
interview). 


Deputy Norville could not recall the color of the suspect's clothing but he recalled that 
his clothing was baggy. 


Deputy Norville said prior to initiating the foot pursuit, he saw another deputy (Sergeant 
Bishop) get out of a patrol car and yell something but at the time he did not recognize 
Sergeant Bishop or his voice. He said there was no verbal communication between 
himself and Sergeant Bishop as he went into foot pursuit of the suspect. He recalled 
running west in the middle of Cedar Street and Sergeant Bishop paralleling him on the 
north sidewalk. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit F, for crime scene photographs referred to 
in Deputy Norville’s IAB interview (page 9 of transcript), depicting his 
position when he fired the two rounds. 


Deputy Norville said he was approximately forty feet from the suspect when he fired the 
two rounds. He said the suspect never stopped running as he continued looking back 
towards him. Deputy Norville said his mind set as he was firing the two rounds was that 
the suspect was “just looking at to (sic) kill him, he’s pulling a gun out; he was just 
involved in a robbery, a pursuit, he wants to get away, and so I'm in fear for my life and 
my partner, and if he got away, maybe, you know somebody else he might hurt.” He 
thought, “if he gets away, and he’s armed, he’s gonna take someone hostage, shoot at 
somebody, rob somebody else.” He also thought, “if he got away, could be a 
barricaded situation, hostage situation.” Deputy Norville said at the time the suspect 
looked back at him a third time and reached toward his waistband with his right hand, 
he felt he was in a life threatening situation. 
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Deputy Norville said after he fired the two rounds he was not sure if the suspect was hit, 
so he immediately looked for cover. He saw two options; a burgundy car parked on the 
south curb of Cedar Street and the power boxes on the north curb of Cedar Street. He 
did not want to run in front of Sergeant Bishop who was near the power boxes, so he 
moved from the middle of the street, around the back (west) of the burgundy vehicle, 
took cover at the burgundy vehicle's rear tire well area, on the south sidewalk. His 
mindset was to reassess the situation, just in case the suspect was still a threat, or if he 
needed to fire two more rounds or determine the necessity to continue the foot pursuit. 


Deputy Norville said his backdrop at the time he fired the two rounds was a wrought 
iron fence and an auto repair shop (Sun Auto). He said the repair shop appeared to be 
in his left peripheral vision at the time he fired. He said he just pointed his duty weapon 
and fired two rounds, he attempted to line up his sights on the suspect as he (the 
suspect) was running. He said he did not see any pedestrians or vehicle traffic in his 
backdrop. Deputy Norville said he intentionally fired his weapon twice at the suspect; 
there were no accidental discharges. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit H, for crime scene photographs depicting 
Deputy Norville’s bullet impact locations. 


Deputy Norville said from the time he heard the Code-9 coordination on the radio until 
the time he located the suspect's vehicle, approximately thirty to forty five seconds had 
elapsed. He then said from the time he observed the suspect's vehicle until the 
suspect was taken into custody, approximately one minute and a half had elapsed. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENT 


Sergeant Brian Bishop was interviewed on April 17, 2012, by Sergeants Sonja Bracken 
and Brenda Parker at Lakewood Station. The interview was digitally recorded. This is 
a summary of the interview. 


Sergeant Bishop said at the time of this incident he was at the end of his shift, driving 
from the City of Bellflower to Lakewood Station. He heard a Code-9 operation being 
coordinated via his Sheriff's radio, for a robbery suspect's vehicle. He said due to 
Code-9 occurring in the City of Bellflower, he turned around to see if he could assist. 
He then heard Deputy Norville broadcast he was in pursuit of a robbery suspect's 
vehicle traveling east on Artesia Boulevard from Clark Avenue. Sergeant Bishop said 
as he proceeded north on Bellflower Boulevard the pursuit turned south on Bellflower 
Boulevard towards him. As he came upon the pursuit, he immediately saw that Deputy 
Norville was alone, so he turned around at Ramona Street and joined Deputy Norville in 
the pursuit. 


Sergeant Bishop said the suspect lost control of his vehicle at Cedar Street, causing the 
vehicle to spin out of control (clockwise). He said as Deputy Norville attempted to slow 
down and make the right turn (west) onto Cedar Street, Deputy Norville’s patrol car 
collided with the suspect's vehicle. 
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Sergeant Bishop said as he approached Cedar Street, he observed the suspect's 
vehicle had come to rest up on the north curb of Cedar Street, facing north. Sergeant 
Bishop said he stopped his patrol car approximately ten feet away from the suspect's 
vehicle, just north of Deputy Norville’s patrol car, facing west. 


Sergeant Bishop said as he was exiting he patrol car, the suspect exited the driver's 
side of the suspect’s vehicle. He yelled at the suspect to get down on the ground, the 
suspect did not comply and began running west on Cedar Street, on the north sidewalk. 
Sergeant Bishop said as he and Deputy Norville began chasing the suspect west on 
Cedar Street, the suspect continuously looked back at them. Sergeant Bishop said the 
suspect looked as if he was trying to see where he and Deputy Norville were, to acquire 
a target on them. 


Sergeant Bishop said it appeared that the suspect was holding or carrying something in 
the front of his jacket or pants. He said it also appeared that the suspect was possibly 
either retrieving or hiding a weapon. He said at one point the suspect appeared as if he 
was turning his upper body back towards them as he was still running. Sergeant 
Bishop said he heard Deputy Norville putting out radio traffic as they were in foot pursuit 
of the suspect. 


Sergeant Bishop said that Deputy Norville was aware he (Sergeant Bishop) was on 
scene with him because when the suspect began to run, he yelled at Deputy Norville, 
“Let’s go. Let's run after him.” He said as they chased the suspect, they were parallel to 
each other (Sergeant Bishop on the north sidewalk and Deputy Norville in the street). 
He said they were both yelling commands at suspect to “stop running” and “get down.” 
Sergeant Bishop said as he approached the telephone pole on the north sidewalk of 
Cedar Street, he heard Deputy Norville fire two shots at the suspect. Sergeant Bishop 
said he and Deputy Norville both had their weapons out of their holsters but he 
(Sergeant Bishop) did not fire any rounds at the suspect. He said he did not feel 
threatened by the suspect, that is why he did not fire his weapon. 


Sergeant Bishop said he used the telephone pole on the north sidewalk as cover. He 
said it appeared to him that Deputy Norville was going to use the same telephone pole 
as cover but he was more focused on the location of the suspect and the backdrop 
(behind the suspect). He said he did not see any people immediately in his backdrop 
(Sun Auto driveway) but did see people in the back in the garages of the repair shop 
(Sun Auto). 


Sergeant Bishop said almost immediately after the shots, the suspect went down to the 
ground. He said it did not appear that the suspect was hit by a round but that he just 
fell to the ground because he was being fired upon. He said almost immediately 
Deputy Herrera and other deputies arrived on scene and the suspect was taken into 
custody without further incident. 


Sergeant Bishop said he recalled during the immediate search of the suspect, the 
suspect was wearing a long shirt and pants that did not appear overly baggy. No 
weapon was located on the suspect’s person or in his vehicle. 
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Sergeant Bishop said during the initial Code-9 operation it was not known what type of 
robbery had occurred. Sergeant Bishop said his mindset was to assist in the pursuit 
until other assisting units and the on-duty field sergeant (130S- Oscar Butao #i) 
could arrive on scene. He said due to the suspect's actions prior to other units arriving, 
he became involved and assisted Deputy Norville during the incident. 


CIVILIAN STATEMENT 


Witness [EEE was interviewed on April 17, 2012, by Sergeants Sonja Bracken 
and Brenda Parker at Lakewood Station. The interview was digitally recorded. This is 
a summary of the interview. 


Witness [IE said he is the [IJ of the [J lot located on the | corner of 


Bellflower Boulevard and Cedar Street (iii. He was inside his 
office when he heard police sirens and a loud bang which caused him to come out of 
his office. He did not see the collison between the suspect's vehicle and Deputy 
Norville’s patrol car. When he came outside he saw a red car on Cedar Street and a 
heavyset male Hispanic running away from that car west on Cedar Street. Witness 

believed he saw approximately five to six deputies chasing the male (Suspect 
Chavarria) on foot. 


Witness [said he heard and saw a black male deputy (Deputy Norville) yelling at 
the suspect, “Stop or I’m going to shoot,” while pointing his weapon in the direction of 
the suspect. Witness said he saw that same deputy shoot at the suspect two to 
three times, then he ) ducked behind a black Chevy truck in fot and did 
not actually see the shooting. Witness] said from where he was positioned 
behind the Chevy truck, he could only see the black deputy in the street but could not 
see the suspect's actions just prior to hearing the gunshots. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit G, for crime scene photographs depicting 
the location of the black Chevy Truck that Witness [iilreferred to 
during his IAB interview. 


Witness [J said once the suspect went down to the ground, he was handcuffed and 
escorted to a patrol car without further incident. Witness J said he only video 
recorded the incident with his cell phone from the point the suspect was handcuffed 
until he was escorted to a patrol car. Witness | said the incident last 
approximately one and a half to two minutes from the time he heard the initial loud bang 
until the suspect was handcuffed. He said he began recording the incident after the 
suspect was handcuffed for approximately three minutes, he estimated the total time of 
the incident was approximately five to seven minutes. 


Witness [IM said the shots fired by the black deputy appeared to be directed toward 
the auto repair shop (Sun Auto) on the northwest corner, behind the empty lots. 
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IAB Note: During the IAB interview, IAB investigators reviewed the 
video footage on Witness [EM cell phone and confirmed that he 
did not record the actual shooting. That cell phone video was 
downloaded and saved in Lakewood Station’s Detective Bureau photo 
files by Detective Richard Torres. 


IAB Note: Two additional witnesses were listed on the criminal report. 
Those witnesses gave statements related to the robbery in Paramount 
and were not on the scene of the shooting. 


SUSPECTS STATEMENTS 


Suspect Chavarria was interviewed on April 17, 2012, by Sergeants Sonja Bracken and 
Brenda Parker at Lakewood Station. The interview was digitally recorded. This is a 
summary of the interview. 


Suspect Chavarria said that he saw deputies’ patrol cars with lights and sirens behind 
him, as he was driving on Bellflower Boulevard near Ramona Street. He said he 
“supposed” they were chasing him. He said he was not trying to get away from the 
deputies; he was trying to get his father-in-law’s vehicle to his home on Ramona Street 
(actual address unknown). He realized he passed Ramona Street and then lost control 
of his vehicle as it fish-tailed side to side as he attempted to turn. He was not sure if a 
deputy conducted a PIT maneuver on his vehicle. He said he felt the deputy’s patrol 
car collide with his vehicle after it began fish-tailing. He then said he was not sure if the 
collision occurred before or after his vehicle began to fish-tail. He said once his vehicle 
came to a stop, he saw one deputy who appeared to be stuck in his patrol car. At that 
point is when he decided to leave the scene by jogging away. 


Suspect Chavarria said he did not hear any deputies give him any commands prior to 
hearing two or three gunshots. He said he only saw one black deputy with his gun 
pointed at him prior to the gunshots, then he looked back after the shots and there were 
two deputies. Suspect Chavarria denied that he had anything in his hands or was 
holding his waist as he was running away from deputies. He said his hands were in a 
normal running motion at his sides. He said he would never put his hands near his 
waist because he knows he would get shot. He denied turning around toward the 
deputies and doubted that he was looking at the deputies as he was running away. 


Suspect Chavarria said once he heard the gunshots he went down on the ground and 
followed the deputies’ orders. He said he went to the ground because he was scared 
that he would get shot. He said he was not injured except for sustaining whiplash and a 
sore knee as a result of the collision with the deputy’s patrol car. 


Suspect Chavarria said he did not have any weapons on him as he was running away 
from deputies. Suspect Chavarria confirmed that he was wearing the same clothes 
(slightly baggy blue jeans with a belt on, long black shirt) that he had on during the 
shooting incident with deputies. He denied that his pants were falling down and that he 
was attempting to pull them up as he was running from deputies. 


Suspect Chavarria said he was not hit with anything once he was handcuffed and 
detained. 
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Suspect Chavarria could not clearly answer if there were any people on the street, in 
front of him as he was running west on Cedar Street. 


Suspect Chavarria was no longer comfortable speaking with IAB investigators, 
therefore the interview was concluded.

IAB Note: The area of the incident was canvassed for additional 
witnesses and/or video surveillance. Deputy Shawn Snyder BE 
obtained copies of the video footage captured by a local business, 
oh refer to his supplemental report in Exhibit A and the CD 
in Exhibit J. 


Additionally, on March 12, 2013, Sergeant Bracken received and 
reviewed the video surveillance from It did not show any 
footage during the time frame of the actual incident, it showed footage 
afterwards. Sergeant Bracken contacted the new manager of 

, who advised that they no longer have video 
from the date of this incident. Detective Leach was not able to locate 
Witness [J cell phone video in Lakewood Station’s computer 
system. 


IAB Note: There were no aerial photographs taken of this incident. A 
helicopter was not available at the time. 
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
